Thousands Evacuated 
Advance warnings set in motion 
extraordinary measures to pre­ 
vent loss of life and reduce prop­ 
erty damage. 
Thousands were evacuated from 
beach areas at Long Island, N.Y., 
Connecticut, Rhode Island 
and 
Massachusetts, as Donna rumbled 
toward 
the 
densely 
populated 
Northeast 
Emergency measures 
were put into effect from Virginia 
to Maine. 
New Englanders, recalling the 
murderous hurricane of 1938, con­ 
sidered themselves lucky as Don­ 
na blustered across the coastal 
sectioas of five of the six states.

lines, 
smashed small boats at 
their

trees. 
New York Almost Empty 
The 
1938 
hurricane 
battered 
Connecticut, 
Rhode Island

ing about 600 and causing some 
$500 million in property damage. 
New York City was flicked by 
Donna on her northward course, 
virtually emptying the metropolis’ 
busy streets with a combination 
of fn*ce winds and drenching 
rain. Schools were closed. Streets 
were turned into swirling, foamy

spewed 
across the

Highway, one of Manhattan s bus­ 
iest traffic arteries.

Severe Florida Damage 
The hurricane, born in the Car­ 
ibbean sea over a week ago, 
bulged with 135 mph winds as 
it raked the Leeward Islands, 
Puerto Rico, Cuba, Florida and 
the Atlantic seaboard to New 
England.

pected in the Fifth and Sixth 
grades next year. 
Elementary coordinator 
Rich­ 
ard A. Folkenroth told the school 
directors at their September meet­ 
ing Monday evening at the high 
school that, in addition to making 
ase of all classrooms, the lobbies 
of the Eisenhower and Keefau- 
ver Schools are being pressed into 
use as special rooms for reading 
classes. 
Folkenroth also reported that 
the school year had gotten off “to 
a good start.”

There were fewer beginnings 
and fewer mothers in tears on 
the first day of school than ever 
before. He said there are 1,350 
boys and girls in the grade schools 
of the town. 
Cites Good Attitude 
High School Principal Clifford

year is off to a “very fine start” 
at the high school where there 
are about 1,300 students with 275 
Seventh graders hoased in the 
Lincoln School building because 
of overcrowded conditions at the 
high school. 
He spoke of the 
“splendid attitude on the part 
of both students and teachers” 
this year. 
At one stage in the meeting the 
board approved use of a Mt. Joy 
Twp. school bus to transport Sev­ 
enth grade girls from the Lin­ 
coln School to the high school 
building for their home economics 
classes.

Pays Tribute 
To Pershing 


WASHINGTON (A PI-Presi- 
dent 
Eisenhower 
bowed 
his 
oare head before a simple stone 
marker in Arlington National 
Cemetery today in honor of the 
memory’ of the commander in 
chief of the first great Ameri­ 
can military' action in Europe. 
It was the 100th anniversary 
of the birth of General of the 
Armies John J. Pershing. The 
day was set aside by Congress 
to commemorate the deeds of 
the highest ranking officer in 
U. S. Army history and of the 
two million 
Americans 
who 
fought under him in Europe in 
World War I. 
Eisenhower flew from the 
White House to Arlington by 
helicopter to perform his brief 
and silent part in honoring the 
old Indian fighter, horse cav­ 
alryman and general of inter­ 
national renown. 
The President himself * one 
of several World War II of­ 
ficers given the five-star rank 
if genera! of the Army.

BELIEVE LABOR 


CORRUPTION IS 


“ DECLINING" 


By NORMAN WALKER 
WASHINGTON (A P )-Is labor 
corruption declining? A govern­ 
ment official charged with policing 
labor union practices thinks it is. 
"A lot has been accomplished," 
said John L. Holcombe in an in­ 
terview pegged to the approach­ 
ing first anniversary next Thurs­ 
day of the Landrum-Griffin law. 
Holcombe heads the new Bur­ 
eau 
of 
Labor-Management 
Re­ 
ports established in the Labor De­ 
partment 
to enforce the law’s 
strict safeguards over union funds 
and guarantees of union member 
rights. 
Until .he law was signed a year 
ago. lurid testimony at Senate 
rackets committee hearings had 
churned up numerous stories of 
labor corruption. Since then there 
have been fewer such headlines. 
What has happened in the mean­ 
time? 
"Voluntary Compliance" 
"Not much has been accom­ 
plished in a practical sense." Hol­ 
combe said. 
"People haven’t been thrown in 
jail, but we’ve gotten fine volun­ 
tary compliance. Some individu­ 
als have just decided that w’hat 
they were doing is against the law. 
"We can vouch for that—from 
the tracks we’ve found and the 
waterholes that aren’t being visit­ 
ed any more.”

But if mir show refuses 
to go in for sordid, unpleasant 
themes and unsavory subjects, it 
is not because of the ‘cowardice' 
of the sponsors. It's just that we 
don’t think that’s our job.”

OF JUDICIARY 


HARRISBURG (AP>-Fina1 ad­ 
journment of the 1960 Legislature 
was put aside Monday in a bi­ 
partisan effort to defend the Gen­ 
eral Assembly against the judicial 
branch of government. 
With both Republicans and Dem­ 
ocrats agreed that Monday would 
be the final day of the session, 
a ruling was handed down by a 
Philadelphia 
judge 
challenged 
certain prerogatives of the LegLs-| 
lature. 
That upset the timetable. 
Instead, both sides agreed to re­ 
cess until Oct. 12 to allow time 
to appeal the ruling to the State 
Supreme Court. 
House Speaker H, G. Andrew*, 
D-Cambria. described the judicial 
opinion as an “insidious and in­ 
judicious attack" on the Legisla­ 
ture and “sheer judicial imper­ 
tinence." 
The ruling involved the power 
of a committee set up by the Re­ 
publican-controlled Senate to in­ 
vestigate 
allegations 
of 
voting 
frauds in Democratic Philadel­ 
phia. 
Court Rule 
Common Pleas Judge Francis 
X, McClanaghan ruled, first of all, 
that he had jurisdiction in the 
case. The Senate, represented by 
Democratic Atty. Gen. Anne X 
Alpern, claimed the q u e s t i o n 
should have been raised in Com­ 
monwealth ( D a u p h i n County > 
Court. 
Secondly, McClanaghan claimed 
the Legislature did not have the 
Constitutional power to set up the 
committee since an amendment! 
to the Constitution last year limit­ 
ed 
sessions 
in 
even-numbered 
year* to budget-making legisla­ 
tion. 
McClanaghan Lilied a tempor­ 
ary injunction preventing the com­ 
mittee from pursuing it* investi­ 
gation.

Spaghetti M agnifique 


Here’s an entree that will really please your guests when 
it s your turn to hostess an informal or impromptu get-to­ 
gether. Ifs spaghetti with a sauce made with spicy smoky 
sausage links. You’ll find that true spaghetti enthusiasts will 
endorse it as a favorite. For the recipe, you’ll need I pound 
of smoked sausage links. As pictured, slice the links diag­
